Erosion Again 

Last summer, the writer encoun- 
tered a district in southern Manitoba 
in which erosion, probably by both 
wind and water, had gone so far 
that the top-soil had been entirely 
lost from the uplands. The crops 
were stunted and unhealthy. A

Dr. Doughty surveyed the district 
and collected soil samples from the 
“white” eroded patches and from 
adjacent dark areas at a distance of 
not more than fifteen or twenty feet. 
The results of laboratory analyses 
showed that the samples from eroded 
areas had an average of 45 per 
cent less organic matter and 39 per 
cent less nitrogen than samples 
from apparently undamaged areas. 
Samples of the crops were also taken, 
and it was found that those growing 
on eroded soil contained 28 per cent 
less nitrogen than. those on un- 
eroded soil and, of course; the yields 
would be substantially reduced.

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AFTER HARVEST CLEAN-UP 


(Science News.Service) 


Regardless of the fact that the dry 
conditions prevailing generally this 
summer have reduced the severity of 
diseases from parasites, it is never- 
theless important for the gardener 
not to neglect the annual after-har- 
vest clean-up, As goon as possible 
after the crops have been harvested 
and before a freeze-up occurs, it is 
important to gather up and burn as 
much of the crop refuse as possible, 
In addition, the removal and des- 
truction of vegetation along fence- 
rows and in adjacent fields is also ad- 
vised, says J, K, Richardson, Domin- 


ion Laboratory of Plant Pathology, 


St: Catherines, Ontario. 

The annua! clean-up is important 
because many parasitic diseases are 
able to overwinter on dead vegeta- 
tion and, if not destroyed, will be 
liable to cause early infection in the 
crops the following year and increase 
the problem of disease control. 

’ All refuse should be burned, if at 
all possible, because by so doing all 
disease organisms are destroyed, 
There is often a temptation to take 
advantagte of the humus value of 
crop refuse by ploughing it into the 
ground, utilizing it for stock feed, or 
placing it in the compost pile, These 
are all poor practices and do not des- 
troy the disease-producing organisms, 
but increase their numbers and 
spread them to fields which may not 
have previously been contaminated. 

Don’t neglect the autumn clean-up, 
and make it as thorough as possible. 
The benetits derived from the opera- 
tion are proportional to the thorough- 
ness of the job done. A few days spent 
cleaning up in the fall can save dol- 
lars in disease prevention the fol- 
lowing year.

OF PRICES AND WAGES 


Your Country asks your loyal support 
of this Wartime Measure 


Two NEW CONTROLS have now 
become essential in Canada’s wartime 
design for living. ‘These are: 


(1) Control of Prices 


Commencing November 17, 1941, there 
_ be no increase in the prices of goods 
and services generally unless absolutely 
necessary and authorized by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. : 


(2) Control of Wages 


No employer, with certain limited excep- . 


tions, may increase the basic wage rates 
paid to his employees unless authorized 
by a Board on which the Government, 
employers and employees are repre- 
sented. But after February 15, 1942, every 
employer with the same exceptions, will 
be obliged to pay a cost of living bonus 
and to adjust this bonus every three 
months. 


Action Necessary to Stop Inflation 


This Government action has been taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 


and its subsequent depression, unemployment, 


and suffering. 

Every housewife knows that prices are 
rising, and rising prices, unless controlled, 
will make it more costly and difficult to finance 
the war. Rising prices, unchecked, will spread 
confusion in-industry and trade; will hinder 
production and proper distribution of sup- 
plies; will make the cost of living rise more 


rapidly than wages and salaries; will lessen.

rmission of the National 
War Labour Board, no employer may increase 
his basic wage rates. This permission can 
only be given in cases-where the Board has 
found the wage rates to be low. Wage rates 
which are unduly high will not have to be 
decreased, but in such cases the Board may 
order the employer to defer the cost of living 


nus. 
Cost of Living Bonus 

Every employer covered by the Order mustpa 
to all his employees except those above the ran 
of foreman a wartime cost of living. bonus. 

Effective November 15,each employer already 
paying a bonus under PC 7440 of December 
16, 1940, shall add to such bonus an amount 
based on the rise in the cost of living index 
for October 1941, above the index number 
used to determine the current amount of the 
bonus. 

Effective February 15, 1942, each employer 
who has not been peying cost of living 
bonus must begin to pay a bonus based on the 
rise in the index between October, 1941, 
and January, 1942,unless ordered by the Board 
to base the bonus on the rise in the cost of 
living over a longer period. 

The bonus is calculated on the followin, 
basis: For each rise of one point in the cost 
living the amount of, the boous shall be 25 
cents per week, except for male workers under 
21 years of age and female workers, who, if 
employed at rates of less than $25.00 
per week, shall receive a bonus of 1 perceat 
of their basic wage rates.

An avtomatic gun plant in East- 
ern. Canada, is now the largest single 
producer of machine guns in the Bri- 
tish Empire today. 

In the spring of 1938, the Canadian 
Government decided to make Bren 
Gung for the Canadian Army. ‘Now 
the plant consists of some 19 build- 
ings, covering more than a million 
square feet of floor space. At the 
outbreak of war, the working person. 
ne] consisted of slightly over 400 per- 
sons, Today, more than 4,500 are 
employed on war production, and in 
another nine or ten months, that 
number will be increased to around 
9,000. Nearly 40 per cent of the em- 
ployees are women, and they can 
handle the machine tools with all the 
dexterity of men, More women will 
be used. as men are called to other 
types of war work, 

The production of a Bren Gun is 
an intricate job, and requires literal- 
ly hundreds of operations, There ie a 
total of 161 different parts in each 
gun, requiring 3,000 separate opera- 
—
